Final action on the overall bill — which passed the Senate 92-8 ' 
in April and is badeed \iy President Clinton — was delayed until .- 
after Congress returns ^m its weeklong Memorial Day recess. 
The key vote was on a rule allowing the food stamps proxtisions to 
be stormed from the bilL

Yeltsin scolds striking coal miners for blocking rails 


MOSCOW (AF) — President 
Boris Ydtsin abandoned his tra- 
ditionally sympatbedc attitude 
toward coal miners Friday, 
scolding them for blocking k<^ 
railroads and warning that^th^ 
strike over unpaid wages could 
cause **incalculable dsmage” to 
Russia. 

‘'The miners have dearly gone 
too far," Yeltsin said in his 
weekly radio address. 

He said offtdals would open a 
criminal investigation into the 
legality of their aedons, adding 
that the government has lost 


millions of dollars since miners 
began blocking rail lines and 
hi^way^ 

The miners say they are owed 
an estimated S1.4S billion. 
Mines owe most of they money, 
but they say they aren't being , 
paid by the government and pri- ^ 
vate customers who buy coaL 

Yeltsin often has expressed 
sympathy for the many 
Russian workers who go 
months without pay, esb^^y 
coal miners. 

They were among his most 
loyal supporters undl becoming 


disillusioned by broken promis- 
es to help their tndusoy. 

On Friday. Yeluin^s attitude 
changed. Reflecting his new gov- 
ernment's resolve to sdck to the 
bu^et, he said it could not keep ' 

E rinting new'money to pay its 
ills.
